secret session today at 10:30 A.. M., pursu- 
ant to lost evening's adjournment and re- 
mained in consultation on tho Oregon case 
four and a half hours. 
At 3 o'clock, tho 


discussion being concluded and Senator 
fhurnian not httvi'ng been able to attend 
tho sitting on account of illness, a recess 
was taken in order to ascertain whether ho 
would prefer coming to tho capitol or that 
thn commission should proceed to his resi- 
dence- nnd there transact tho business inci- 
dent to taking P. vote. A committee con- 
sisting of Scnntors Bayard and Frelinghuyson 
wero appointed for this purpose, and report- 
ed in duo time that Senator Thurman pre- 
ferred to receive tha commission at his 
house at 4 o'clock. 


Therefore the other members of the com- 


mission proceeded in carriages to Senator 
Thnrmnn's residence on Fourteenth street, 
between R and L streets, accompanied by 
Alessrs. McKennoy nnd Catlin, Heeretaries, 
and Mr. Reunion, marshal of the commis- 
sion. 


Senator Thurman was found confined to 


his bed, where he remained during tho en- 
tire proceedings of tho commission. 
The 


commission was formally called to order by 
Justice Clifford, and tho vote was taken on 
tho following propositions, which had been 
informally submitted nnd disonttsed, but not 
voted for during tho day'fl session, by Mr.

APOWEHFULNEWYORKEU ANNOUNCES 1113 


INTENTION TO FIRE A CANNON WEIGH- 


ING 1000 POUNDS, WHICH HE WILL HOLU 


IN Ilia HANDS. 


Atnonff tlio 1,500,000 inhabitants of this 


city end its vicinity Richard A. Fonnell is 
kuown to bo possessed of greater muscular 
strength than any other individual 
In 


eouio ouo feature, such, perhaps, as tho lift- 
ing of a d-;ad weight, tbo gentleman re- 
ferred to may not be superior to Captain 
Curtis, of Chicago, but on tbo whole be 
stands at the betid of powerful men. 
To 


lift, with one baud, a duipb hell weighing 
180 pounds, aud then, by pure muscular 
exertion, to push that enormous plaything 
above bis head, 
in n physical feat to 


him by no means uncommon. 
Indeed, Mr. 


Paunefl has on one occasion, at least, 
liftad in this manner a dumb boll weighing 
110 less than 201 pounds. Mr. Pennell now 
proposes to accomplish a feat which, if suc- 
cessfully accomplished, will create for him 
n reputation in all parts of tho civilized 
world. He auuouuces bia intention at an 
athletic entertainment, to bo yivou shortly 
in this city, to raise and hold iu his bands 
free from his body a cannon weighing 1000 
pounds and loaded with a blank cartridge, 
which will then bo fired while thus sup- 
ported. 
One is reminded of the story told 


of nil army officer who conceived the idea 
of firing off cannon from the bucka of 
mules, whose excellenco as carriers had 
long been recognized. The first experiment, 
however, convinced the commanding officer 
that the plan was not altogether an eco- 
nomical one. 
When tho cannon was fired 


the mule disappeared and tho unanimous 
opinion was that there was not sufficient 
mule to resist tho recoil. Among tho latest 
experiments in tho firing of cannon, ihe 
most important has been that of the appli- 
cation of hydraulics, especially ns a power 
of resistance to the recoil of tho gun. 
Tho 


most powerful steel springs and the strong- 
est cables, iron or hempen, wore found 
lacking in necessary resistance force, and 
tho new discovery was hailed with unbound- 
ed satisfaction. 
It is true that the recoil of 


n gun weighing 1000 pounds is not so great 
aa that of ouo weighing 70,000 pounds or 
moro, but the principle of recoil is tho 
same 
iu 
botb 
and 
the 
necessary 


resistance must comparatively be as great 
in the oue ns in the other. 
Whoever has 


fired a fowling piece will have a tolerable 
idea of tbo force of the sudden recoil caused 
by tbo explosion of gunpowder. It has been 
said that strong men have been knocked 
over by the "kick" or recoil caused by the 
firing of n double-barrelled shot gun. 
If 


such is tho effect caused by n small weapon, ] 
how great must be the recoil of n large con- 
i 


11011. Mr. Peunell seems confident however, 
and after o few experiments, now making, 
will soon be able to announce the exact 
time when he will givo his exhibition of n 
feat as novel as it is wonderful.—[N. Y.
